inary Plan for the Chinatown

FUROR 


The furor over the proposed 
plan erupted at a February 1 
meeting called to discuss plans for 
new construction on three sites: 
935-945 Stockton Street，814-848 
Stockston Street,， and two parking 
lots on Joice Street. Landlords of 
the affected properties on Stock- 


ton Street reacted hostilely. As one 


participant said，“they finished 
the meeting before ithad a chance 
to start.”

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Two Youths Shot at 
New Year Carnival

SAN FRANCISCO 一 Two 
youths， Leon Chin， 18 and 


Leonard Ma，15，were wounded 
in a shooting last Wednesday 
among hundreds of New Years 
carnival-goers in Chinatown's 
Portsmouth Square. 

In aniincident police believe to 
be related to Wednesday's 
violence，Kenneth Chu，15，was 
beaten and .choked to uncon- 
sciousness last Thursday by four 
assailants in the lunchroom of 
MecAteer High School. 


The fighting at the carnival 
erupted when am argument 
between four youths associated 
with the Wah Ching，a China- 
town youth gang，and .appTOxi- 
mately twelve youths associated 
with the Joe Boys，a rival gang 
from out in the Richmond district， 
developed into a fist-fight. 


SCUFFLE 

According to sources in the 
community, the shooting occurred 
when one of the Joe Boys was 
stabbed in the midst of the scuffle， 
and one of his companions 
responded by pulling out a .45 
automatic pistol，shooting Chin 
and Ma. Both were not- badly 
wounded. 

The youthful gunman'also fired 
at-Kenneth Chu, and Bobby Lee， 
13, who were fleeing the incident. 
Police are looking for Gan Wah 
Woo,，18, in connection with the 
shooting incident. 

Chu， :a tenth- grader at 
MecAteer，was jumped by at least 
four youths,whom police sources 
identified as affiliates of the Joe 
Boys: He was choked and beaten， 
requiring hospitalization at 
Mission 下 mergency Hospital，and 
iexpected to recover.

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DomesticViolence Emerges 
as Community Concern

SAN FRANCISCO 一 Sociolog- 
ists believe they will never 
Understand violence in this society 
until . they begin to face and 
understand violence in the family. 
In Chinatown, and in the Chinese 
ec ommunity， violence in the 
either wife-battering or 
abuse of children;， has long 
remained hidden behind a veil of 
reticence and traditional attitudes 
of how families and marriages 
shouldq work， 

In families of the past，both 
Western and Chinese， 过 was 
accepted and expected of hus- 
bands to force their wives to obey 
them by ill-treating them. Like- 
wise,，parents were encouraged to 
physically punish and correct their 
children， Although attitudes are 


changing，family violence con- 


tinues，both within the commun- 
ity, and without. 
UNREPORTED 

It appears that the incidence of 
domestic discord and violence in 
Chinatown 一 while piIobably 
lower than the national average 一 
is much higher than the reported 
number of cases would indicate; 

“It occurs more than .we 
ITealize,” explained police office 
Ered Lau. “It generally doesnt 
come to the surface though. By the 
time people call the police，they 
want someore arTested. 工 d say 
that the majority of cases 训 
Chinatown go Unreported.… 

The immediate causes of 
domestic violence are many; 
mental illness，alcoholism，drug 
abuse，the belief that- violence 
Solves problems, .dislocation and 
economic misfortune, sexual prob- 
lems,，and public acceptance and 
approval of violence，In inter- 
Views with worfkers at seven 
community social service agencies， 
记 Chinatown，the long hours 
spent at work，crowded living 
conditions, racism and the lack of 
social outlets for men and women， 
fuel marital confrontations that 
result in beatings， 

According to Diana Ming 
Chan，who works with battered 
women at Cameron House in 
Chinatown， there are many 
different kindqs of incidents that 
trigger beatings. For instance， 
many “WwWomen -become .upset 


because their husbands gamble.， 


They plead with them not to go 
out at night after work. An 
argurment ensues，he complains 
thatshe is nagging him and leaves. 
She continues to_ complain about 
his “gambling， he resents her 
“nagging” and the argument 


intensifies to the point where the 
husband beats up his wife rather 
than argue_ further. And so a 
vicious cycle of complaint and 
physical abuse begins. 
INEFLAMED 

Or，the wife may gamble， JI 
that case， the ，husband may 
become inflamed with jealousy 
and anger, convinced that his wife 
i bpaving an affair. He orders her 
to stay at home. She either goes 
out，or 这 gone when he returns 
from work at night. The husband 
begins to check up on his wife,，a 
confrontation inevitabljy ensues， 
and out of that argument， a 
beating resujts. 

Sexual ” problems,” as “well， 
contribute to the conditions which 
explode into violence， When a 
couple is arguing, the wife may be 
unwilling to be a sexual Partner. 
Many Chinese women，told. by. 
their mothers- or older female 


relatives that they must not refuse 
their husbands sexually, are raped 
by their husbands when in this 
Situation. Other women, standing 


fast on their refusal，are accused : 


by their husbands of infidelity， 
and -become the victims of a 
beating, or series of beatings， 


DISAPPOINTMENT 

Disappointment in emigra- 
tion; long hours，and low pay， 
add to the problems and pressures 
that every married couple feel 
“The whole environment tends to 
create problems,”said one man 
interviewed in Chinatown， 
“Working night and day，thberes 
just not enough_ time to work out 
problems，and 让 the in-laws are 
living with you，they just make 
thbings worse，siding with their 
child in an argument,， Many 
people believe that in . America, 让 
you are willing to work hard,，you 
can make it But- immigrants 
discover when they come to the 
United States that there are 
problems and obstacles they never 
expected，and that 这 is hard to 
find work, any Work.… 

Monolingual women who are 
beaten by their husbands or by 
other relatives have few people 
they cam turn to for heljp.“The 
abused person tisually calls up a 
relative and asks the relative to 
conciliate,”outlined Diana Ming 
Chan.“They [the relatives] come 
over and talk to the husband, tell 
him to knock 直 o 人 和，but that only 
works for a while and the beatings 
start again.… 

She concentrates on the brob- 
lems of women 记 Chinatown， 
because although domestic viol- 
ence is not limited to low-income 
or imarmigrant Chinese families， 
she believes that American-born 
Chinese have a wider range of 
Social services to draw onD. 

DEARTH 


The dearth of marital counsel- : 


ing in the community results from 
the reluctance of people in general 
to _ become involved iD arital 
disputes,which areoften prolonged 
and bitter， Also，because of the 
taboo against divorce ip the 
community，many social Workers 
are leery of being associated too 
closely with situations that might 
result in divorce. One social 
worker told of how when she first 
began counseling the community: 
ITUmOIS made the rounds that she 
“teaches people to get divorced.” 

Nationwide，according to FEBI 
statistics，a quarter of all women 
in America are battered by their， 
husbands or othe male partners， 
and athird of all female homicides 
are directly linked to wife- 
beating ”incidents. ，Conversely， 
while women are the victims in 
more than 85% of all domestic 
assault cases，men are the victims 
in mnearly 50% of all domestic 
killings.

According to even the most 
conservative estimates，there are 
more than one million beatings 
yearly of women throughout the 
nation 一 although 直 is very 
difficujt to compile accurate stat- 
istics 一 few - women who are 
battered ever contact police or 
health officialjs. “Women here 
very seldom will talk to the 
police; said a Chinatown social 
worker. “They will say that

Pojlice, too, are affected by the 
higHh level of violent acts in the 
FBI zeroed in on domestic 
violence calls as the number one 
cause of death for police officers 
throughout the U.S. Police officers 
are Uniformly leery of responding 
to domestic discord calls, realizing 
the Tisk they are assuming .on 
entering into a violent quarrel 


where one or both of the parties - 


may be armed and angry. More 
than 20% of all police deaths 
result froin such investigations of 
problems between husbands and 
Wives. 
SCARS 
Even more hidden is the 
physical and emotional damage 
inflicted on children i 记 homes 
where the quarreling- becomes 
violent, said one policeman. “Very 
often，when one of the parties is 
fustrated and angry，wWorks ten or 
twelve or fourteen hours a day， 


they become quick-tempered and : 


take it out on the kids. The kidqs 
are beaten，withdraw，and go to 
school with scars,” 

A community worker believes 
that the children of families with 
marital strife are more likely to be 
trolbled and disturbed than in 
families of single Parents or homes 
where thbere is no violence or 
verbal abuse.“The kids _ usually 
settle down when the divorce is 
final ”she said. “The kids are 
terrorized, :they may be slapped 
arotnd by the abuser，who may 
PieK on the kid，as well as on the 
wife And mothers living with 
the burden of being abused 
themselves， may mistreat and 
batter their own children.
